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Who and What Are We? 


Is there such a person a3 a Canadian? 

The Government of Canada says there is not. According to the offi- 
tial records there is not one Canadian among the eight or nine million in- 
habitants of this Dominion, Neither the Premier of Canada, hor any one 
of the Premiers of the nine Provinces, is a Canadian, They may have 
been born in Canada, and their parents and grandparents before them, but 
that makes no difference—they are not Canadians. The Government of 


Canada says so, and has instructed its army of censtis officials to record 
the amazing fact,

Readers of the above may be skeptical of the truth of these assertions, 
but a little quiet inquiry and investigation on their part will soon establish 
the correctness of the statements tnade. , 

Commencing on June Ist the work of taking the decennial census of 
Canada was begun and enumérators began visiting the homes of thé Do- 
minion armed with official forms and pencil in hand asking questions of all 
and sundry as to théir names, age, place of birth, nationality, etc. Coming 
to the question of nationality, a man or woman born in Canada, very natur- 
ally reply that they are Canadians: But Mr. Census-taker retorts that they 
are not They may be anything else, but they most assuredly are not 
Canadians. When these patriotic sons or daughters of Canada insist they 
are Canadians, first, last and all the time, and nothing else, the faithful 
servant of the Government of Canada is forced to explain to them that 
there are no Canadians; the Government does not recognize them at all in 
the official tabulation of the nationaMty of the residents of the Dominion,

Canada,” comes the reply. “Where was your mother born?” Again the

The logical force of such an answer is, however, entirely lost upon the 
Government of Canada Residents of this Dominion may be classified a 
Irish, or Scotch, or Welsh, or Hottentot, or Chinese, or Turks—anything 
almost but Canadian, even though it is necessary to go back prior to the 
days of Jacques Cartier to find out some remote ancestor born outside the

Promises AND Performs 


yv- little serious criticism has ever 
been levelled at the Stewart adtninistration. 
This is because, in accordance with the eternal 
principles of Liberalism, it has dealt fairly and justly 
by the people. It has given yniformly good govern- 
ment of a constructive kind, unhampered by con- 
siderations of political exigency, and always with 
the view of public betterment. It has stood for the 
square deal for everybody in everything. Its record 
has withstood successfully and with flying colours 
the acid test of the keenest possible public criticism. 


Alberta’s Upward Progress 


No greater tribute to the Alberta govern- 
ment could be paid than than that offered by Mrs. 
H. M. Edwards, of Macleod, president of the pro- 
vincial council of women, who, in the preface to 
the first and second editions tu her book on ‘‘ The 
legal status of women in Alberta,’’ says that ‘‘the 
women of Alberta are more favored in regard to legal 
status than are those of any other province in 
Canada.’’ Such a tribute might justly be applied 
to all classes in the province, for the lesislative 
record -of Alberta’s Liberal governments has been 
one of consistently upward progress, many of the 
enactments placed on the statute books having 
been adopted by other progressive governments of 
Canada and elsewhere. 


For Rural Districts 


Although the needs of urban communities 
have been well looked after, the legislation enacted 
for the special benefit of the rural parts of the 
province is of striking importance. The appropria- 
tion this year for roads, bridges, and ferries is over 
two and one-quarter million dollars, making a total 
appropriation for that-purposé in five years six and 
one-quarter million dollars. The province has been 
covered by a network of telephone lines, so that now 
even the most remote districts are in almost instant 
touch with populated “centres. When unfavorable 
seasons were experienced in certain portions of the 
province, the government did not hesitate, but pald 
out nearly one and one-quarter million dollars for 
seed grain, feed and other relief. The ‘‘ Cow Bill’’ 


HE STEWART GOVERNMENT today 


has been wonderfully successful in enabling farmers 
in newer districts to secure cattle under government 
loans. Farmers are protected under another act 
from unscrupulous machinery and other contracts. 
A great deal of other and similar legislation might be 
mentioned, The government in all its dealings has 
recognized that the future development of the 
province reste largely with the agricultural, live 
stock, and dairy interests, and has endeavoured to 
encourage them to the full extent of its power. 


In Interests of Women 


Alberta Women are especially favoured 
Alberta was the first province in Canada to grant 
equal provincial and municipal suffrage. A mother 
has equal rights with the father in their children. 
Married women have full control of their own 
property. Women have a special interest in the 
‘Exemption from Seizures Ordinance,’’ which 
protects the family home from seizure under ex- 
ecution. A widow’s interest in her husband’s 
estate, despite provisions in a will to the contrary, is 
also protected. Other legislation has been enacted 
for women. What more could the government have 
done for them, 


Helping Rural Schools 


The educational facilities in Alberta 
are on a high plane. In -order to promote the 
efficiency and encourage the permanency of rural 
schoo] teachers, the government pays one-third of 
the cost of building and furnishing the teachers’ 
home. Consolidated schools, where they are desired, 
are aided by government grants. Where con- 
solidation is impossible er is not desired, three 
times the usual grant is made to two-room schools 
so that educational facilities may be largely increased. 
The educational opportunity of the child in the 
country is now more nearly equal to that of the 
child in the town or city, by reason of special 
legielation providing for high school education in 
the rural districts. The government believes in 
providing adequate educational facilities for even the 
most remote districts, so that the children of settlers 
miles from a railroad or settlements may have a fair 
start in life. -

PUBLIC ACTS 


1,—AN ACT 'TO AMEND THE LIQUOR ACT, 

After the ist day of June, 1921, no physician 
shall be furnished with more than one hundred 
prescription forms in a month, unless he makes 
application in writing, giving reasons for re- 
quiring more. m , 

After the Ist day of May, 1921, every chemist 
and druggist shall upon his first order receive 
a reasonable quantity of liquor, but shall not 
thereafter purchase a greater number of bottles 
than has been dispensed by him from the date of 
his last preceding purchase as shown by original 

fiptions delivered by him to the vendor: 

‘ovided, however, that upon proof satisfactor 
to the vendor a druggist may purchase suc 
additional quantity as shall be reasonably ac- 
counted for as having been used with other 
drugs in filling prescriptions not exclusively 
liquor. Notwithstanding the amount of liquor 
called for pe aey prescription, only one sealed 
bottle shall be sold by a druggist upon any pre- 
scription and no bottle supplied by a vendor to a 
drogeiet shall be opened by the latter except 
for the purpose of filling prescriptions for twelve 
ounces of t wned or less, and in such case no other 
bottle shall be opened until the liquor in the first 
mentioned bottle is exhausted by filling such 
prescriptions. 

No veterinary. surgeon shall be entitled to pur- 
chase more than one gallon of liquor during any 
one month, 

Any chemist or druggist who colourably for 
medicinal purposes sells liquors to be consumed 
by any person as a beverage shall on summary 
conviction thereof be liable to a penalty of not 
less than Four* Hundred Dollars ($400), nor 
more than One Thousand Dollars ($1,000) and 
costs, and in default of payment thereof to im- 
prisonment for a period of not less than three 
months, and shall moreover be disqualified

. of the same and retain it so long as necessary for 
the purposes of evidence. 

Such possession by any chemist or druggist 
or the presence in any drug store of any liquor 
other than liquor purchased from the vendor 
shall be conclusive evidence that such liquor is 
kept for sale contrary to the provisions of this 


On and after the 19th day of April, 1921, any 
new drug’ store” being established in any city, 
town or village having at the time one or more 
drug stores in operation, such new drug store 
shall not be permitted to fill prescriptions for 
liquor until such store has been in continyous 
operation for a period of six months. 

Any person conducting a retail store in any 
town, village or hamlet where there is no drug 
store may sell such patent medicines as a 
druggist is permitted to sell under this Act.

by residents. Form of by-law and the pro- 
cedure for passing same is fully set out in the Act, 

If upon the date to be fixed by Order in Council 
any municipality has not either passed a resolu- 
tion that-it does not desire any by-law prohibit- 
ing animals from running at large or from 
any cause has no such by-law then a form of 
by-law given in the Act shall have force and 
effect in the municipality as if it were a by-law 
duly passed by the council and:approved of by 
the resident electors. This form prohibits 
horses, asses, mules, sheep, goats and geese from 
running at large for the entire year in the whole 
Paden pg and cattle from running at. large 
from the first day of April to the last day of 
December in each year.

MAINTENANCE 
POOR PERSONS. 


“Child” shall include illegitimate child and any 
child of any child and the child of a husband or 
wife by a former marriage. Father shall include 
grandfather and mother shall include grand- 
mother, 

The husband, wife, father, mother and child of 
every old, blind, lame, mentally deficient or im- 
potent person or of any other poor person who is 
not able to work, shall provide maintenance in- 
cluding food, clothing, medical aid and lodging 
for such person. 

The father of and the mother of every child 
under the age of sixteen shall provide mainten- 
ance for such child. No such person shall be 
liable to provide such maintenance if he is unable 
to do so out of his own property or by means 
of his own labour, nor to provide such main- 
tenance for any person who is able to maintain 
himself. 

The husband shall be primarily liable for the 
maintenance of his wife and the wife for that of 
her husband. The liability of the mother shall 
not arise unless the father is unable and she is able 
to maintain the person in respect to whom the 
order is sought, nor shall the liability of the 
grandfather arise unless both the father and the 
mother are unable and he is able to provide such 
maintenance, nor that of the grandmother unless 
the father, mother and grandfather are all unable 
and she is able to provide such inaintenance, and 
the liability of a grandchild shall not arise where 
any child is able to maintain such person. 

Where any person is liable under this Act 
to maintain a child or any poor person and fails 
to do $0 then the Attorney General or the Mayor 
or the Chairman of the Council of the City, Town, 
Village or Municipal District in which such person 
resides may upon application to a Judge of the 
District Court in which such person resides ob 
tain a maintenance order against such person, 

The Order may direct that the person shall be 
cared for by any person or persons or in a home, 
shelter or hospital or other institution, the 
period during which maintenance is to be paid, 
the instalments and the amount of such instal- 
ments, to what person or institution payments 
are to be made, that any one or more of the 
persons herein liable for maintenance of another, 
whether they are named in the proceedings or not 
shall pay such maintenance or contribute thereto 
if it seems to the Judge harsh or unfair that the 
person primarily liable should bear the whole 
or any part of the burden thereof. 

Any order under this Act may direct the 
Sheriff to levy the amount upon the goods and 
chattels of the person or persons against whom 
the order is directed.

24.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE MUNICIPAL 
HOSPITALS ACT. 


Where any district has a debenture indebted- 
ness no portion shall be detached nor attached 
until due provision has been made for the pro- 
tection of the holders of the debentures and such 
directions shall be made by the Public Utilities 
Commission. The Commission shall also have 
the like power to adjust assets and liabilities 
and taxation for the current year as the Minister 
of Education has when any area is added to or 
taken from any school district. 

The persons entitled to vote at an election of 
members of the Board shall be those whose 
names are upon the Hospital Voters’ list, prepared 
as directed by the Act and who do not owe 
hospital taxes. or other money to the Board. 

Any hospital scheme may if so directed by the 
Minister provide for the payment of such por- 
tion of the salary and expenses of one or more 
Public Health Nurses as may be determined by 
Order in Council, Such nurse or nurses shall 
be appointed by the Minister and shall carry out 
school inspection of child welfare and other work 
of a like nature under the direction of the Minis- 
ter and shall be paid by the Department such 
portion of salary and expenses as may be directed 
by Order in Council. 

The salary and expenses of all Public Health 
Nurses appointed herein shall be paid in full in the 
first instance by the Department and the portion 
for which the Board is liable shall be paid to the 
Department. 

Where any person is liable to pay a tax in re- 
spect to any lot or other parcel of land such tax 
shall be at least twenty-five cents. 

Where any taxable person is not liable to pay 
a hospital tax in respect to land, then he shall pay 
a hospital tax of at least six dollars. 

The Secretary-Treasurer of every district shall 
within one month after entering upon his duties, 
furnish to the hospital district security by a bond 
or policy of guardntee in a sum to be named 
by the Board and such security shall be renewed 
at the beginning of each year or changed at other 
times, whenever renewal or change is required 
by the Board.

25.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE HOSPITAL 
ORDINANCE. 

A Government grant from the first day of January, 
1920, is fixed at fifty cents per day for each person admitted 
to a hospital or treated therein. An extra per diem allow- 
ance may be made to every hospital which provides for the 
treatment of patients suffering from tuberculosis or any 
other special class of patients. Regulations made by 
Order in Council or by any Hospital Board and approved 
by the Minister shall have the same force and effect as if 
they were provigions.of the Act. 

The local authority within whose area a person has 
had his home for at least three successive months before 
being placed in a hospital, if notified by the hospital within 
a reasonable time by registered mail shall pay the hospital 
the public ward charge per day of that hospital, such 
charge not to include any fee to a doctor and where the 
charge cannot be collected from the patient the maximum 
amount payable by a town or @ muntelpal district shall be 
$200, and by a village, $100. 

In the event of the death of a patient and his burial by 
the hospital the local authority shall repay said hospital 
such sum as may be fixed from time to time by the Minister. 

If any local authority enters into an agreement with 
any hospital for the care and trearment of its residents 
for an annual sum, the terms of payment fixed herein 
shall not apply. : 

The Board of every hospital shall in respect to every 
child born in the hospital cause the proper form under 
The Vital Statistics Act to be filled up and signed by the 
mother before she leaves the hospital and thereafter to be 
forwarded to the Registrar of Vital Statistics.

The Act contains the same provisions as that of 1920 
the only difference being as to dates and that in 1921 
hot more than $50.00 worth of goods shall be advanced 
to any one person. 


29.—THE SEED GRAIN ACT, 1921. 


This Act contains the same provisions as that of 1920, 
the only differences being that the dates are changed and 
that in 1921 the limit of seed for a quarter-section shall 
hot exceed $100.00 worth, nor the total advances for seed 
grain and feed $900.00, and that the provisions of The 
Dower Act shall not apply to mortgages under the Act. 


30.—AN ACT TO eee THE RECLAMATION 


The consent of two-thirds of the owners residing on 
lands to be benefitted has been done away with in connec- 
tion with reclamation work initiated by the province, but 
each private owner shall be chargeable as to original cosrs 
and costs of maintenance in respect to each parcel in 
proportion to the estimated benefit as shown on the assess- 
ment roll made by the engineer at the inception of the work. 
The collector's roll as provided for by The Drainage 
Districts Act, 1921, shall, when prepared by an engineer 
and forwarded to the municipal secretary be received 
and dealt with in the same manner as if it were a collector's 
roll received from the secretary of a drainage district and 
the amounte shall be collected and recovered as if they were 
drainage rates imposed under the Act. 

The amount required for maintenance shall be fixed 
annually by the engineer and the amount chargeable in 
respect of each parcel of land belonging to a private owner 
shall be included in the collector's roll as a rate to be 
collected. 

The Minister may at any time without a petition or 
without holding an election thereon, form the lands affected 
by the drainage works into a drainage district within the 
meaning of The Drainage Districts Act, 1921, and provide 
for the election of a Board who shall thereafter conduct 
the affairs of the district as if the same had been formed 
under the Act. 

Similar amendments have been made for the carrying 
out of drainage works and reclamation by the Dominion 
Government. 


31.—AN ACT TO CONFIRM AN AGREEMENT 
BETWEEN THE PROVINCE OF ALBERTA AND 
ONE J. D. McARTHUR PROVIDING THE AS- 
SUMPTION. OF CONTROL AND MANAGEMENT 
OF THE ALBERTA AND GREAT WATERWAYS 
RAILWAY COMPANY. 


This Act confirms an agreement made the 23rd day 
of July, 1920, by which the Government takes over all the 
capital stock of the ag ong and the Alberta and Great 
Waterways Railway free from all liabiliry to J. D. 
McArthur Company and the Union Bank of Canada. 

The Act gives the Government authority to lend the 
Company an amount not-exceeding a total of two and one- 
half million dollars upon the security of the property 
assets, rents and revenue, present and future of the railway. 

. D, McArthur is given an option up to the first day of 
July, 1927, but not thereafter to buy back the road upon 
payment to thé Government of an amount equal to the 
total of all moneys expended by it in excess of the net 
revenues received from operation, together with interest on 
the several sums expended from the dates of such expendi- 
tures at six per cent. per annum. 

The Government may at any time prior to the exercise 
of the option pay the said J. D. McArthur the sum of seven 
hundred and ten thousand dollars, and thereupon the option 
granted shall absolutely cease and determine and all the 
rights of the said J. D. McArthur shall be at an end. 

The appointment of the Honorable Charles Stewart as 
President, the Honourable C. R. Mitchell as Vice-President, 
and the Honourable Messrs. Boyle, MacLean and Coté as 
directors is ratified and confirmed. 


32—AN ACT TO AMEND THE TRAVELLING 
SHOWS ACT.

This Act ratifies and confirms an agreement made the 
21st day of July, 1920, between the Edmonton, Dunvegan 
and British Columbia, and the Central Canada Railway 
Companies of the first part, the Government of Alberta of 
the second part, J. D. McArthur Limited and the Union 
Bank of the third the Canadian Pacific Railway of the 
fourth part, and John D. McArthur of the fifth part, the 
general { provisions of which are as follows: 

‘The Government agrees to advance an amount up to two 
and one-half million dollars to the Canadian Pacific way 
to bring the McArthur lines up to reasonable standard of 
operating. efficiency. 

The Edmonton, Dunvegan and British Columbia and 
Central Canada-Companies shall become debtors to the 
Province for all moneys advanced and such advances shall 
be repayable on the first day of July, 1925, or at the option 
of the railway companies on the first day of July, 1930, with 
interest at 6 per cent., payable half-yearly. As security, 
each of the said railway companies grants to the Province by 
way of mortgage its undertakings, franchise, rolling stock, 
lines of railway and assets of every kind, such grants to be 
void on repayment asaforesaid. J.D. McArthur and the 
Union Bank postpone their rights and interests to the 
security granted the Government. 

The Government appoints the Canadian Pacific Railway 
as manager of the line and the McArthur Companies agree 
to and confirm it. 

The Manager with the approval of the Government shall 
disburse all moneys advanced and shall take full and abso- 
lute charge of and conduct the railways. The Government 
may name one of the directors and no salaries shall be paid 
the directors during the term of the agreement. 

The manager shall have contro! for five years and there- 
after subject to three months’ notice either way. 

The manager's remuneration shall be 15 per cent. of the 
revenues of the railways in excess of working expenditures 
as defined in The Railway Act. 

The Act also validates and confirms another agreement 
of July 21st, 1920, between the Edmonton, Dunvegan and 
British Columbia and Central Canada Railway Companies 
and the Canadian Pacific Railway and the Government to

Charges for terminal services shall be such as may be 
agreed on between the parties. 

By another agreement brought down as a_ Sessional 
Paper, all the stock of the Railway Companies except 
qualifying shares for directors has been transferred to the 
Royal Trust Company and the Trust Company is given 
an option exercisable at any time within five years from 
the 2ist day of July, 1920, to become the sole owners of all 
the stock of the said companies upon payment of the sum 
of Two Million Dollars and interest to the date of the 
taking over of the said-companies under the option. 


34.—AN ACT RESPECTING LIENS ON GOODS 
AND CHATTELS. . 


Every person shall have a particular lien for the payment 
of his debt upon a chattel upon which he has expended his 
money, labour or skill at the request of the owner, 

Every warehouseman shall have a particular lien upon 
property stored with him for his proper charges includin, 
carrier charges when the carrier deposits the property wit 
the warehouseman subject to the payment of charges 

Every wharfinger shall havea particular lien on the goods 
entrusted to his keeping for his lawful charges. 

Every ballee whether gratuitous or for reward shall have 
a particular lien on the goods and chattels bailed to him 
by the owner thereof for any charges due him under the 
terms of the contract or charges for care after the contract 
has run out, or if chere be no contract after the expiration 
of the time specified in a notice given the bailor by the 
bailee to take the goods away. A judge may dispense with 
the giving of notice if the bailor's address be not known. 

Active or constructive and continued possession of the 
property is essential to the existence of the lien. The ight 
of a lien may be waived by an express agreement in writing 
based on legal consideration. A person may detain goods 
until he is paid and if the debt and storage charges, if any, 
remain unpaid for six months, or if the goods are not re- 
moved at the expiration of the time fixed in the contract, 
the lien holder may on not less than thirty days’ notice to 
the owner, apply to a judge and he may make such order 
with respect to the sale and the manner of conducting same 
as to him seems just. If the goods are perishable the lien 
holder may apply to a judge for order for immediate sale.

If the purchaser makes default it shall be lawful for’ the 
Minister at his optién to rescind the sale or to take action

Tt shall be lawful for a Minister in all cases where land 
has been vested in the Crown by virtue of tax enforcement 
proceedings to retransfer the land on payment of taxes, 
costs, penalties and all claims of the Crown, and of any 
municipal district for said Crown relief ot other claim. 

In the event of a re-transfer the rights of all parties in the 
land shall be restored as they existed at the ume of the 
cancellation of the certificate of title. The Lieutenant 
Governor in Council may make rules and regulations govern- 
ing the sale of public lands and it shall not be necessary 
for the auctioneer conducting said sale to obtain a license 
under the provisions of An Ordinance Respecting Auc- 
tioneets, Hawkers and Pedlars. The Minister may eell 
patie lands by private sale provided said sale be author- 

zed by Order in Comcil and provided that lands forfeited 
to the Crown under tax enforcement have been first offered 
at public auction and the sale has been abortive. 


%.—THE JURY ACT. 


Subject to many exemptions any inhabitant of the 
Province over twenty-five and under sixty years of age who 
is a British subject shall be liable to serve as a juror in civil 
and criminal cases tried by jury in the Judicial District in 
which he or she resides. 

No woman shall be compelled to serve as a juror unless 
prior to the service of a summons upon her she signs ja 
document signifying her willingness to so serve. 

The Sheriff of each Judicial District shall before the first 
day of November in each year compile from voters’ lists 
of assessment rolls a separate list for each of the places fixed 
for sittings of the Court. The lists for Calgary and Ed- 
monton shall contain not less than five hundred names, for 
other places not less.than one hundred nares and such 
list shall be returned to the Clerk of the Court. 

Until the Parliament of Canada enacts that it shall not 
be necessary to keep a jury together during the adjournment 
of a trial for indictable offences no woman shall be summon- 
ed_to serve on a criminal jury. 

Every jury shall consist of six persons any five of whom 
may return a verdict in civil action but in criminal cases, 
the verdict must be unanimous, 

. roe directions are given for the drawing of the jury panel 
y_ lot. 

In all actions triable by a jury, if a woman be a party 
to the action she may at any time notify the Clerk of the 
Court that she desires three women to be upon the jury 
and in such event the jury shall be composed of three 
women and three men. If all the parties of an action be 
women they may at any time notify the Clerk that all the 
jury be women and in such event the jury shall be composed 
of six women. If the rights of a woman or women who are 
not partiés to the action are involved, such woman or wo- 
men or any party to the action may apply toa judge for an 
order that one-half or all of the jury be women and the 
judge may make such order as to him seems proper, pro- 
vided always that the notice and application for such jurors 
must be given or made at least twenty days before the 
opening of the sittings of the Court at which the trial is to be

Notwithstanding any other provisions of the Act, when 
a municipality files or has filed a lien in any year, such 
municipality shall in every year thereafter have a lien; 
(a) Upon all crops grown from seed advanced; (b) Upon 
the land named in the application except where the appli- 
cant is not the owner; (c) Upon all crops grown upon 
the land named in the application except where the advance 
was made to a person who was not at the time of the 
advance the owner of the land and the land has ceased to 
be in the occupation or possession of such person. 

The Secretary-Treasurer shall cause notice of each lien 
agreement to be registered within sixty days of the date 
of the agreement with the Registration Clerk for chattel 
mortgages in the district in which the land is situated. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary-Treasurer to enforce 


any lien if the amount due under the note be not paid | 


prior to the 15th day of October of the year in which 
the note is given and the remedies provided by The Munici- 
pal Districts Act for the collection of taxes with costs by 
distress or suit shall be available for the collection of 
the said indebtedness at any time after the date herein 
mentioned. 

All notices as to liens taken under the Act in any year 
and prior to the first day of May, 1921, if registered within 
sixty days of the passing of this Act shall be good not- 
withstanding that the provisions of the Act at the time 
when such agreement was made may have required that 
the notice should be filed within thirty days of the date 
of the-agreement. 

In the event of moneys advanced under the Act not

61.—AN ACT TO AMEND, THE MUNICIPALITY 
FINAN COMMISSION ACT. 


The Commissioner or Commissionersare given extended 
powers to make recommendations in respect of any munici- 
pality, the chief of which are: (a) Providing for rebating 
or funding arrears of interest or for a variation in the rate 
of interest Payable on any debt of the municipality. (b) 
Providing for a disposition of surplus capital moneys of the 
municipality. .(c) Regarding future borrowings of “the 
municipality (d) Respecting the methods, and times 
of assessment of property and collection of taxes. (e) 
Providing for the imposition of a service tax. . 

Where the ordinary dure involves undue expense 
to tecommend a scheme for dealing with arrears of taxes 
and with the vesting in the municipality of lands on which 
taxes are in arrears and for dealing with plansof subdivisions 
after notice to parties interested. ; 

To make from time to time recommendations amending 
or rescinding in whole or in part previous recommendations 
respecting any municipality. 

Where school taxes are collected by a municipality other 
than the school district in respect of which they are payable 
then a request by either may be treated as a request by both 
if the commissioners consider it advisable to investigate 
the financial affairs of both. 

In the eyent of any municipality failing to comply with 
the recommendations of the commissioners, the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council may dismiss the council and appoint 
an administrator of its affairs. Such administrator shall 
algo be the official trustee of the School District where schoo! 
taxes are collected by the municipality. _ The Government 
may advance to an administrator up to $20,000 in any one 
year to discharge in whole, or in part, the liabilities of muni- 
cipalities in which an administrator has been appointed, and 
the Provineial Treasurer may take such securities therefor 
as may to him seem fit. 


62.eAN ACT TO AMEND THE LAND TITLES ACT. 


Provision is made whereby a person getting land by 
reason of adverse possession may file a copy of the judgment 
and after three months the registrar, unless he is satisfied 
that an appeal is being taken, may cancel the certificate of 
title and issue a new one to the applicant.

64.—STATUTE LAW AMENDMENTS. 
Amendments of general interest only are referred to. 


1.—Tue Motor Venicie Act. 


Chauffeur of a van carrying pupils to and from any 
consolidated school shall not be required to pay a license 
fee. The fine-has been doubled upon conviction of an: 
person driving of operating a motor vehicle while intoxi- 


cated. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to sell or expose 
for sale, or to have in his possession any part of an automo- 
bile tractor, steam or gas engine, or any accessory thereto 
which has been seria y numberett by the manufacturer 
or maker with the serial humber removed or effaced, or 
not clearly visible.

2.—THr Unrarnep Increment Tax ACT. 


The cost fheurred per acre in rendering any parcel of 
land itrigable by reason of the construction of irrigation 
canals, ditches or otherwise shall,’to the extent that such 
cost is not at the time of the sale or transfer,a charge against 
such land, be deemed to be an improvement on the land, 
notwithstanding that such canals, ditches or othes improve- 
ments may not be located upon such parcel of land. The 
tax shall not be payable by a municipality on a transfer 
of any land vested in it by virtue of tax enforcement 
proceedings. 


3.—Tuk Intestate Succession ACT. 


Where any person being a child or other issue of a

Gives benchers power to appoint a discipline committee 
to deal with every written charge or complaint against or 
regarding any member of the association and to suspend, 
fine, or strike the name of the offender off the rolls of the 
society. 


7.—An Act Resprctinc Extra-JupIcIAL AND OTHER 
SEIZURES. 


Every distress or seizure must still be made by a sheriff

“The marking of goods with their | 
country of origin is going to have an 
excellent effect on British tfade in 
Canada, and I only wish it could be 
brought into force earlier than Sep- 
tember Ist,” stated Capt. Evans J, Ed- 
wards, Senior British Trade Commis- 
sioner, Montreal, in reply to a request 
for his views on this important change 
in our importing system, 
Canadian customers to know just 
what goods they are buying. “Ex- 
amples of foreign goods masquerading 
as British or Canadian are continual- 
ly being brought to my notice. Some 
of these deceptions are of no mo- 
ment, and some are made innocently, 
such as the Japanese manufacturer 
who arks his goods with the word 
“Nippon.” Nippon is their native 
word for Japan, but probably to most 
people it appears as the registered 
trade name of a Canadian or British 
maker.

are intentionally fraudulent,” contin- 
ued Capt. Edwards, “such as the 
marking of German manufactures 


with English names, and the names of 
English cities. I get not a few sam- 
ples of German manufactures, for in- 
stance, with the name ‘Sheffield’ on 
them, as if they came from the cele- 
brated cutlery centre. That is the 
rankest kind of fraud, done deliber- 
ately to mislead buyers. At one time 
it was possible to detect the fraud, 
if one was acquainted with the ap- 
pearance of German printing which, 
even in Roman type, is different to 
English; but some German printers 
have secured fonts of English type, so 
that means of detection goes, and as 
they Have learned the need of using 
good English translaters it is often 
not possible to see even from their 
catalogucs where the goods were 
made, 

“As the minister of finance remark- 
ed, in his budget speech, the Canadian 
public has a right to know from 
whom they are buying, and if you go 
into any store and ask for Canadian 
or British goods you will quickly find 
how hard it is to find them, © In the 
ramifications of business, goods pass 
from one merchant to another, and 
finally to the retailer, who cannot 
possibly tell, in many cases, where the 
goods he has on his shelves were 
made. 

“In Canada I like to buy Canadian 
goods, and do whenever I can find 
them, but it is at present very hard 
work to do so; and sometimes I ac- 
cept things as Canadian. which eyen- 
tually turn out to be American manu- 
facture. We have to support our 
own manufacturers, Canadian as well 
as British, since on them depends the 
livelihood of go many of us. The 
more foreign goods we buy, the less 
we can make ourselves, and the result, 
if persisted in, would be the extinc- 
tlon of British as well as Canadian 
manufacturing industry. 

“When the marking regulations 
comes into force all goods made 
abroad will be marked legibly in Eng- 
lish or French with the names of the 
country they are made in, to prevent 
chance of injury. Some will be 
stamped, others branded, while things 
that cannot be so marked will bear 
labels. When the regulations are in 
full working order you will be able to 
tell Canadian goods because they will 
bear no country of origin marking. 
Imports, on the other hand, will all 
bear the necessary mark, and to,en- 
sure that they do so are; I understand, 
to be examined by Canadian Customs, 
and without any chance of the mark 
being altered here, after importation, 

“For awhile British and other man- 
ufacturers abroad will experience 
some little confusion,” said Capt. Ed- 
wards in conclusion, “and they will 
certainly be put to some expense in 
making arrangements for marking 
their product, but they recognize in 
the United Kingdom that it will be 
very much to their advantage in the 
long run, and are getting ready to 
comply with the Canadian require-’ 
ments in this respect. Those who by 
accident or design neglect to mark 
their product as laid down wil! be 
quickly brought to book by Canadians 
Customs, who are to hold unmarked 
goods, mark them at the importers 
expense, mt sd an extra duty of 10

Buy Bully Beef and Dodge the Cost 
of High Living. 

Retailers seem to have the best just 
now of the discussion as to the cost 
of living 

Butchers state and seem to be able 


to prove their case that many con-! 


sumers who are objecting to the high 
prices of meat, refuse to consider any 
but the choicest cuts, so that the 
canny housewife gets the pick of 
most desirable meats, though not the 
most aristocratic joints, and feeds her 
household at almost pre-war prices. 

It is noted by many provisioners 
that a good-demand is coming up for 
corned beef in cans. The “bully beef” 
of the soldier, this wholesome and 
economical meat is selling in large 
quantities. Perhaps soldiers are lone- 
some for it! Despite this revived in- 
terest in cooked corned beef, it is far 
as yet from its pre-war sales. 

Commenting on published state- 
ments of the cost of living, a —well- 
known old country provisioner re- 
cently claimed that comparisons of 
prices were most misleading. 

For instance even though sirloin 
steaks, formerly selling at 30c now 
fetch 50c, this does not increase the 
cost of-living by 66 per cent. to the 
person who buys, as the latter is now 
sold at about pre-war prices. More- 
over, adds this high authority, the 
same applies to many other items. 

Take clothing for example, even if 
a suit costs 30 per cent. more, this 
does not increase the necessary ex- 
penditure 50 per cent. of one who is 
satisfied to wear his clothes longer. 

In other words, at the present time, 
it is possible to live on much lower 
costs than the published figures of 
comparative prices would indicate.

Buenos Aires 
Goes Into Business 


Making Effort to Reduce High Cost 
of Living. 

The municipat— government of 
Buenos Aires has gone into the grocer 
and butcher business in an effort to 
decrease the high cost of living. The 
municipality is buying meat, vege- 
tables, bread, sugar and other food- 
stuffs and placing them on sale in 
various markets throughout the city, 
at the same time publishing in the 
hewspapers every morning the prices 
at. which each article will be sold 
during the day and giving the location 
‘be’ the markets which have been stock- 
ed with municipal supplies, 

For several months the municipal- 
ity has been selling sHioes and a few 
other articles of clothing for men, 
and children in the city dis- 
| 


pensary. -Clothing prices have been 
declining. recently, but the costs of 
foodstuffs are much higher than the 
municipal authorities think reason- 
able, and they hope to bring about 
a general lowering of these costs by 
underselling the tfade. 


Of Interest To Tourists 


Do Not Require Passports As a Con- 
dition of Entry From US. to 
Canada. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway an- 
nounce they have received the follow- 
ing notice which has been recently 
issued by the Department of Immi- 
gration and Colonization of the Do- 
minion Government, which will be of 
special interest to tourists travelling 
between United States and Canada: 

“Canada welcomes bona fide tour- 
ists and will extend every courtesy 
possible to such travellers in enter- 
irig and leaving the Dominion. Tour- 
ists do not require passports as-a con- 
dition of entry to Canada from the 
United States or as a condition of 
leaving Canada for the United States. 
Immigrants (i.¢., persons coming to 
Canada to work or reside) are de- 
barred if nationals of Germany, Aus- 
tria, Hungary, Bulgaria or Turkey, 
but nationals of any of the countries 
mentioned are not debarred when be- 
longing to a non-immigrant class 
such as tourists and travellers.” 


Polish Keepsakes 
To Be Returned 


Have Been Preserved in Switzerland 
For 150 Years. 

The Polish Government is arrang-: 
ing to return to Warsaw about 150,000 
national keepsakes removed to Swit- 
zerland in 1771 to prevent their fall- 
ing into enemy hands. 

When the partition of Poland be- 
tween Prussia, Russia and Austria 
became imminent, patriotic Potes 
began to transfer collections of na- 
tional relics to Repperavelle,, Swit- 
zerland, where they have been pre- 
served for nearly 150 years. 

Individuals who managed to get 
articles of particular historical walu- 
able made additions to the collection 
from time to time, long after the 
Russians were in control of what is 
known. as Congress Poland. 

Among the relics of olden times is 
a sceptre of one of the Polish kings. 
The keepsakes are to be added to 
the national museum in Warsaw 
which has been established now that 
Poland has. regained her freedom. 


Shipping B.C. Berries to England. 

At the request of shippers of Brit- 
ish Columbia, an investigation has 
been made by the Canadian Trade 
Commissioner in London, England, 
as to the possibilities of selling rasp- 
berries and strawberries to English 
jam manufacturers. Great interest 
was evinced in the project, experimen- 
tal-'shipments will be made, and there 
is strong possibility of a substantial 
trade being built up in shipping ber- 
ries in a frozen condition to the over- 
seas jam market.

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Storing Apples in Gas (Prepare For Grasshoppers 


New System Said to be Superior to| Alberta is Organized to Rid the 


Cold Storage. 


In storing apples there is a very 
interesting alternative to cold storage, 
known as “gas storage.” The apples 
are placed in an airtight chamber fill- 
ed with the gas produced by the “res- 
piration” of the apples themselves. An 
electrical instrument is used to deter- 
mine whether at any time the propor- 
tlon of carbon dioxide in this gas be- 
comes excessive, and when that condl- 
tion occurs air is admitted to dilute 
the gas. The air ie kept in slow cir- 


"| culation by its own temperature vari- 


ations and means are taken to remove 
excess of moisture. It is stated that 
this system doubles the time. during 
which apples can be kept in good con- 
dition, and that the cost of working is 
very much below that of any kind of 
cold storage. The merits of the sys- 
tem are being closely studied by the 
British Investigation Board, 
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Country of Hoppers,- 


Alberta farmers in the southern dis- 
tricts are waging war on the grass- 
hoppers, and according to the reports 
by H. A. Craig, deputy minister of 
agriculture, following a tour of the 
southern portion of Alberta, the farm- 
ers have opened up an offensive that 
they are confident will carry them to 
victory. Some twenty men under 
the Department of Agriculture are 
working in the affected districts, or- 
ganizing the municipal districts, hold- 
ing meetings, establishing mixing sta- 
tlons, and in every way spreading in- 
formation and getting ready to wage

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Experiments With Plants 
Result in Producing : 
Rust Resisting- Varieties 


—_——— 


Certain diseases of plants have been 
successfully combatted by the produc- 
tion of resistant varieties. This is 
the case with flax wilt, cabbage yel- 
lows, melon-wilt, etc, 

A systematic effort has been made 
to secure and test every variety of 
wheat for which rust resistance has 
been claimed anywhere, In addition, 
T-have tested hundreds 6f varieties 
from nearly every wheat growing 
country of the world. The tests 
were made not only in the field over 
a series of years, but also in the 
greenhouse where the plants were 
inoculated artificially and where con- 
ditions can be made much more fav- 
orable for rust development than in 
the field. 

Out of all the varieties treated less 
than a dozen showed true resistance, 
and of these none are of commercial 
value for other reasons unless it be 
one or two of the macaroni type 
whose drawbacks are familiar. 
tically all the resistant 
durums or emmers. 
resistant 
found. 

When resistant varieties wefe first 
secured, crossing experiments were at 
once begun. Without going into de- 
tails it may be said that we showed 
conclusively that resistance was 
transmitted in crosses and appeared 
in a certain proportion of the second 
generation hybrids. At least cight- 
ninths of the second generation plants 
are wholly susceptible and many 
show intermediate grades of resist- 
ance. In one serics of experiments, 
for example, 214 second generation 
hybrids were quite susceptible, while 
only 21 were resistant. It was also 
conclusively shown that the resistance 
present in a few of the hybrids was 
combined with many at least of the 
good qualities of the standard variety

The production of good resistant 
varieties appeared therefore to be 
merely a question of making enough 
crosses and ralsing enough hybrid 
plants to secure the one. resistant 
plant which would have all the other 
desirable qualities. It was recogniz- 
ed that this would be a big task be- 
cause of the small percentage of re- 
sistant hybrids and because of the 
small percentage of these resisters 
which would possess the desirable 
qualities of the standard parent. Very 
large numbers were raised and tested 
and already in 1919 hybrids had been 
secured which were quite resistant 
here at Saskatoon and*which at the 
same time looked very good in re- 
gard to the other qualities, 

The prospects were completely 
changed by a very interesting but 
very disappointing discovery. We 
had found that pure varieties which 
had proved resistant for several_years 
had suddenly appeared quite suscept- 
ible. We had supposed that this 
was due to some defect in our work— 
some unknown fack of.- precautions. 
But in 1919 it occurred again for one 
of.our best strains had several of our 
hybrids. It then became probable 
and since has been abundantly proved 
that the discrepancies were due to 
different strains of rust-strains which 
differ only in the virulence of their at- 
tacks on particular varieties of wheat.
